in New York. Ho had been incarcerated 
in an English prison for a protracted 
period for his zealous attempts so secure 
the liberty of tho Irish people; thenco in 
pursuance of an agreement with tho 
Enghbh government, ho lett British 
going first to the continent where he spent 
two years and then coming to thin country. 
la America he took the very first rank 
among lawyers. 
The opposition with 


which ho -was first received was [changed 
into support, and those who first treated 
him with coldness aud disdain became 
bis most cordial and . permanent friends' 
He practiced iu tUo highesl courts and 
was engaged m the most important oases, 
and he was known as an able, warm- 
hearled Irish advocate, who never with- 
hold any word or work where it oould 
Ito employed to help any unfortunate 
human being of his own or any other 
race. 


It will carry the minds of [many of our 


readers back toadifferent orderollthingo 
to refer to a fugitive slave case. Sev-

had 
escaped

neighboring state and found refuge in 
in New York. The society of Friends-over 
the friends of the oppressed—applied 
to Mr. Emmet to 'assume tho .defense o' 
the unfortunates.

It is not strange llmt there is a lack of 


harmony among the leading democratic, 
papers m the east ia regard to President 
Cleveland's administration.

strange that the mugwump papers in the 
east are beginning to find fault w>th many 
things that tho president 1ms done.

Tho New York Sun goes so far aa to 


charge tbat President Cleveland is blast, 
ing the hopes of tho democratic party; 
that already ho is impairing its strength; 
that he is building up a personal party; 
that by his undemocratic methods he ie 
creating factions that will put tho whole 
party under the heel of the republican 
party in the next general election; anQ 
that it is time the leaders of tho party

pivMimably 
in tho night, with firearms 


jnul other implements that would lead to 
their delivorunco, Tho unearthing of this 
seherne moved tho denizens of Shoals and 
Mai-tain comity to desperation, and Friday 
night an orgnnixed mob, composed of about 
seventy-live men, assembled in Shoals with 
tho avowed determination of breaking the 
jail and lynching tho notorious outlaws, but 
at'tor all the preparations hod been made tho 
attack was abandoned for tho present, ilon- 
day, March IU, is tlio day set for the trial 
of the Archers, and it is feared that tho do- 
velopments thoretb will be of a very sensa- 
tional character.

1 lie cuii'Open tl:e most intricate lock that 
ever was devised; and if you will tell 
him merely the' name of the safemaker, 
lie will tell you instantly all the parts in 
the look, and give you a diagram of ita 
mechanism. He never breaks a lock; lie 
simply finda outiuside of twenty minutes 
the combination in which it sits, opens 
the safe and takes out what he wants 
and relocks it, and when the owner re- 
turns he finds the safe apparently just as 
lie left it. To accomplish his work lie 
needs, in addition to his quick wit and 
mechanical knowledge, three ordinary 
wires, which ho forces into the lock 
about the handle in such a way that the 
number of the combination is reduced to 
twenty-four, 


• "He reasons that all persons in locking 
a safe make a certain number of moves, 
and a knowledge oi this fact enables him 
to further reduce its probable combina- 
tion as to two or three movements.

I believe there is in most men and wo- 


men, however degraded, the seed of a 
bettor life. Tho first step will probably 
bo the awakening, an interest in some- 
thing outside themselves; not a purpose 
of change, but simply an interest.

pend upon himself, for continuance. lie 
may fall and fall again and again. Tho 
'only remedy in his case— and it is the 
i-ummon case — is to keep him at it, keep 
him trying, until a habit is formed, until 
bia will is strengthened, until, in fact, 
it is mentally and physically just as easy 
for him to live a normal, healtliful lifu 
:us it was to live a disorderly life. — Ear- 
ner's Magazine.
